The ten most wanted DXCC entities (2004 to 2007) with more than 200 QS Ls; At least one 
card for each 58 deleted MCC countries (more than 800 QS Ls); Nearest the totality of cur- 
rent prefixes, disappeared now (môre than 2000 QS Ls); Album for stations from Magrebh - 
1945 to 1962 (more than 200 QS L), More than 600 QSLs from the Antarctic bases; Nearly 
230 Q from the TAAF (Terres Australes and Antarctiques Francaises); More than 160 
Q for the rare French Pacific Islands such as FK/C, FO/C, FO/A, FO/M, FO/C and FW; 
Nearly 100 cards from Eparses Islands such as FR/B/E/G/I/T; More than 250 cards for the 
old timer with more than 110 countries before 1945; A card from the French Department be- 
fore 1945; One card from each of the states inthe US before 1945.
